that he could not run for congress for any party 
which had no head, several colored delegates de- 
clared it was not asurprise tothem: that Mr. 
Freeman had done just the same way once before, 
and that they ¢xpected to hear some such an- 
nouncement from hii. 

Mr. Dismuke says he isin the race to stay. 
He will goatonce actively to work to canvass 
the entire district. 

Yesterday Colonel WH. Hulsey, inaspeech at 
Jonesboro, announced to a large crowd that he 
would minke the race asan independeut demo 
crat. Thus there are to be two opponents of the 
regular nominee and as they will split the opro- 
sition, Colonel Hammond's election by a big ma- 
jority seems certain. 

Two vears ago the greenback idea was presented 
to the people in attractive colors. The times 
were hard and the promise of more money caught 
mauy men who will vote for the nominee in this 
contest. 

Yesterday J. W. Jones, a prominert colored re- 
publican in this city; told a CONSTITULION man 
that the republicans would probably support Dis- 
muke

The Joint Discussion. 
Macon Telegraph, 8th. 

Anaccount of thetilt in this city on Monday 
night between the two candidates for covernor 
hasalready appeared in these colums. Our ob- 
ject in al.uding to the affair again is to record an 
earnest protest agaiust the shameful and dis- 
graceful treatment of Governor Colquitt by a por 
tion of the Norwood men in the audience. After 
Fenator Norwood hed been patiently listened to 
for an hour anda haif,in a specch of the most 
aggressive character, without the slightest inter- 
ruption or disturbance, his opponent was intro- 

ced by Captain Bacon, and began his oration. 
For a time he was heard with comparative coim- 
posure, but when the governor began to 
show the fallacy of Mr. Norwvuod's statements by 
the logic of incontrovertible facts and statistics; 
when one by one hisassertions were triumphant- 
ly disproveu; when he carried the war into Afri- 
ca, and mercilessly touched up the political and 
war record of his antagonist—some of tte Nor- 
wood crowd could not face the music, and delib- 
erately set to work todrive Genera! Colquitt from 
the stand. To accomplish this, the voice of the 
speaker was drowned in a succession of deafening 
yells and calls and cheers four Norwood. Pert 
questions and insulting remarks, tov, were con- 
tinually hurled in his face. Soon the racket was 
sO greatthat itseemed that Bedlam had been 
turned loose, and the governor, after hreasting 
the tumnit with heroic firmness and equanimity, 
wes forced incontinently to come toa halt. 

Captain Bacon strove with all his might, as the 

residing officer of toe meeting, to restore order, 

ut his efforts were unavailing. Ir vain he cried 
out. ‘“‘As a Norwood man, I tell you that such 
conduct will do Mr. Norwood more harm than 
one huudred thousand speeches. I entreat you 
to remember that Governor Co.quitt is your 
guest. Have you no respect forthe high office 
and ition of the speaker?’’ But it was lke 
“singing psalms to a dead horse,’’ and the shouts 
ana din continued with increased violence. 
Others of Mr. Norwood's friends 
also exerted themselves to restore 
order, but although towards the close, 
after the governor had resumed, the noise was 
somewhat less, yet, not for a moment was it dis- 
continued. Through it all Governor Colquitt 
showed the nerve and firmness of a Spartan. and 
his address, despite the untoward surroundings, 
was masterly and conclusive. He is certainly a 
speaker of great ability and force.

For the honor of our fair city we are glad to 
state that the bulk of the interruption and noise 
during the delivery of Governor Colquitt’s speech 
was, for the most part, confizred to about 250 per- 
sons huddled closely together, and who appeared 
to act in thorough concert.

ROBBING THE DEAD. 


ORGANIZ2D PLUNDER ON THE COAST 


The Florida Wreckers Conspire to Keep the Wreck 
of the Vera Orcz a Secret, and Icstead of 
Trying to Save Life, Fall to Plan- 


der ng the Dead and Dying.

New York, September 8.—A Hera'd 
special from St. Augustine says of the 
late wreck of the steamer City of Vera Cruz:

\| there are five, were the first that discovered 


that the wreck had cccurred and what was 
of more consequence to them was the vast 
amount of freight already beached and 
more coming. They at once formed them- 
selves into a joint stock company for a time 
and went for that freight with 
avim. August 30 and 31 they kept the 
matter of the wreck a profound secret, and 
it was a secret well kept, for it was not un- 
til the night of the 3lst of August that the 
news reached the city. In the meantime 
our industrious pilots had worked both day 
and night like beavers, having entire pos- 
session of both beach and cargo. They 
managed to have many a goodly pile stored 
up atdifferent points of the beach worth 
thousands of dojlars. Several trunks be- 
longing to the ill-fated passengers came 
ashore in good order, only to be broken open 
and rifled. Ose evidently belonged to a 
lady of wealth, for it was filled with costly 
silk dresses and clothing of the finest order. 
and laces worth many dollars. 
watch and chain, also two valuable brace- 
lets were found in this trunk. In another 
trunk a large pocket book wé# filled with 
bills was found by these fortunate pilots. 
In fact, they bad a “bonanza,’ and they 
worked it for all it was worth, having gold 
watches, well filled wallets. 
and many tons of yai- 
uable as their reward. 
Indeed, latter was in such 
vast proportions that teams were emploved 
for several days in hauling tbeir find, and 
large lighters were fitted w.th produce. As 
before stated, the secret was faithfully 
kept Monday and Tuesday, but when the 
matter leaked out late Tuesday night, the 
whole city was alive with excitement. 
Every body that had a boat or could borrow 
one or press one into service, hied away to 
the beach. Nor was this wrecking fever 
confined to minorcan or negro, but business 
men and clerks for the time turned 
wreckers and the beach was thronged with 
anxious hunters for the cast-up treasures of 
thesea Several bodies were washed ashore. 
After being inspected and plundered, they 
were buried in the sand on the beach. The 
corpse Of a young lady came ashore, on 
whose person was a dress of rich silk, and 
on her tinger was a valuable solitaire dia- 
mond ring. She was also burjgd on the 
beach, after being rifled of valuables.

Dr. Snedeker had 
attended professionally the daughter of Dan- 
iel Davidepn, another of whose daughers 
Smith wasaboutto marry. Davidson became 
suspicious of something wrong between 
his daughter and Snedeker, The gentlemen 
had bad some words about it, ending by 
Smith’s slapping Snedeker in the face and 
telling him if he didn’t leave the country 
he would kill hint. Snedeker was about to 
leave town with his brother, to let the mat-
